Gentlemen, 

As  in  the  last  two  years  my  report  for  the  year  1941  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  for  your  area  is  brief.  And 
in  response  to  Circular  2604  I cannot  give  any  figures  which  might 
allow  the  number  of  the  local  population  to  be  reconstructed,  and 
so  in  giving  the  birth  and  death  figures  the  rates  per  1,000  pop- 
ulation will  not  be  given  as  has  been  done  annually  up  to  now# 

There  was  a considerable  epidemic  of  measles  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year.  These  epidemics  occur  every  four  to  five 
years  as  you  get  a batch  of  children  who  are  not  immune,  but  this 
is  the  first  time  there  have  been  any  actual  figures  t>c  'produce • 

Among  the  causes  of  death  registered  there  was  one  of 
murder,  and  twelve  as  due  to  ’war  operations i .

I wish  to  again  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  and  Office 
of  the  Council  and  especially  to  my  staff,  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year .

EXAMINATION  07  WATER  SUPPLIES. 


WELL  AN 0 SPRITS  SUPPLIES , 

Two  sampler  of  drinking  water  were  thken,  one  from  a well  and  one  from 
a spring  supply  and  one  sample  <~.f  roof  v/ater  colleoted'ln  a tank  and 
used  for  domestic  purpose^  was  also  taken.  The  spring  water  was  satis-r 
factory.  The  well  and  tank  water  were  not  fully  satisfactory  although 
there  was  no  serious  evidence  of  pollution.  In  both  cases  the  occupiers 
were  called  upon  to  clean  out  the  well  and  storage  t-ank  respectively „ 


PIPED  SUPPLIES. 


Two  samples  of  v/ater  from  the  town  supply  were  taken  upon  which  the 
analyst  reported  as  follows: - 

(1)  Prom  tap,  164,  WolVey  Road,  Burbage. 

” This  sample  shows  no  evidence  of  any 
pollution  either  chemically  or  bacter- 
iologically 

(2)  Sample  from  reservoir  control  chamber. 

The  results  show  that  the  v/ater  is  at 
present  in  good  condition  and  suitftble 
for  use  as  a Public  Supply* 


During  the  year  two  wells  were  cleaned  out  and  in  three  cases  a piped 
supply  was  substituted  for  well  water. 


There  has  been  no  restriction  of  the  supply  to  consumers,  although  the 
maximum  amount  of  water  available  is  now  being  consumed  and  appeals  have 
been  made  to  consumers  to  conserve  the  supply  as  much  as  possible.

During  1940,  there  appeared  to  be  signs  of  relaxation  in  the -general 
standards  of  cleanliness  at  premises  where  milk  was  produced.  In  my 
opinion  the  need  for  constant  inspection  of  the  premises  and  frequent 
sampling  of  the  milk  was  of  paramount  importance.  Therefore,  in  1941, 
an  effort  was  made  in  this  direction.  The  inspections  were  almost 
maintained  at  their  usual  nukber  arid  the  number  of  samples  was  con- 
siderably increased,  i,e,  167  compared  with,  108  in  1940,  97  in  1939 
and  36  in  1938. 

I am  convinced  that  frequent  sampling  is  an  essential  factor  in  help- 
ing the  farmer  to  maintain  a clean  and  satisfactory  milk  supply. 

One  summons  was  taken  against  a Purveyor  of  milk  under  Article  31 
(2)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  relating  to  filling  bottles  with 
milk  and  capping  them  in  the  street. 

The  purveyor  was  fined  £lc.

Slaughter-Houses „ 

Fourteen  slaughter-houses  were  licensed  for  one  year  subject  to  the  same 
condition  as  specified  in  previous  years  under  Section  57  of  the  Pood 
and  Drugs  Act.  Two  butchers  did  not  ap  ply  for  renewal  of  their 
licences . 

In  a few  cases  the  slaughter-houses  are  being  used  as  food  stores.

For  some  tinje.  it  has  been  our  custom  to  send  to  all  occupiers  of  food5 
trade  premises  for  exhibition  on  the  premises,  the  Health  & Cleanliness 
Councils  caijd  uTo  Handlers  of  Food”  reminding  all  employees  of  the  need 
for  compliance...  with elementary- hygienic  principles. 

Following  rejeeipt  of  the  letter  from  the  Regional  Medical  Officer,  of; 
the  Ministry  of  Health,  relating  to  the  prevention  of  Infection  by  food, 
a circular*  letter  and  further  cards  were  sent  to  all  handlers  of  food? 
drawing  their  attention  to  the  need  for  absolute  cleanliness  ,in  the 
performance  bf  their  work. 


Factories  Act,  1957  - Sec. 8 and  Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations-1938. 


161  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  to  87  factories.  The  follow- 
ing contraventions  were  found; - 


22  relating  to  the  lighting  of  sanitary  accommodation' 
56  relating  to  inadequate  sanitary  accommodation. 

7 relating  to  inadequate  washing  facilities. 

10  structural  deficiencies. 

56  of  the  contraventions  were  abated  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  39  were  unabated. 

Good  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  improvement  of  the 
sanitary  accommodation  at  numerous  factories.
